WASHINGTON (U PI) - Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi of Iran is 
meeting with President Carter today 
at the beginning of his state visit and 
the Secret Service and police are 
braced for possible confrontations 
between the visitor’s supporters and 
critics. 
The shah, bearing a long m ilitary 
shopping list and a hold-the-line offer 
on oil prices, arrived without incident 
at Patrick Henry airport in Newport 
News, Va., Monday afternoon. 
But after being cheered by several 
hundred Iranian supporters on his 
arrival for an overnight stay at 
Colonial W illiamsburg Inn, hundreds 
of Iranian 
student 
dem onstrators 
chanted “ down with the shah” outside 
the inn late into the night while 
hundreds m ore carried protest signs 
in Washington. 
Descending 
on 
Williamsburg 
in 
vans bearing license plates from 
California, Texas, Illinois and New 
York among others, the protesters 
carried banners demanding “free all 
political prisoners,” and declaring 
“Theshah is a U.S. puppet, down with 
the shah.” 
But the shah seemed unimpressed. 
“ I can’t say that I’m disturbed,” he 
said in an interview on the MacNeil- 
Lehrer Report televised by Public 
Broadcasting Service Monday night. 
‘‘You will find that they are mostly 
Marxists, anarchists wearing masks. 
I would be very much interested to see 
how many Iranians are behind those 
masks. 
‘‘Torture does not exist anym ore in 
my country," he said in reference to 
the dem onstrators’ claims that he 
m urders and tortures opponents and 
violates the human rights of Iranian 
citizens 
The shah expected Carter to ask 


him and other m em bers of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to hold the line on oil price 
increases. 
He will tell Carter, he said, ‘‘that 
I’m not going to push for anything but 
OPEC has 30 m em bers and we are 
only one.” He added Iran would not 
participate in any oil embargo.

The council also called a special 
public hearing on controls of beer and 
wine sales. The Dec. 2 session will 
hear comments and testimony from 
residents, although sc.ne council

from a proposed police 
power ordinance tentatively approved 
last month. 
Bob Collins requested the hearing 
because he said the council had 
previously agreed to such a meeting 
at a joint work session with the 
Planning and Zoning Commission.

Mrs. Lawson pointed out that her 
office writes as many as 450 checks 
per month and has needed the check 
protector “ for quite some tim e now.” 


M inutes from the c o u rt’s last 
meeting and financial transactions 
from last week were also approved. 


Council m em bers also agreed in

The Parks 
and Recreation Board will meet again 
to determ ine an appropriate site. 
In other park m atters, the council 
agreed to purchase 80 acres on Car­ 
penter Road and east of Custer Road 
for $565,000. The city will take IO years 
to pay Kerry and Susan Fox for the 
property. 


The council also agreed to sell 
$33,200 in Certificates of Obligation to 
finance renovations to the Parks and 
Recreation Building, bought $7,500 in 
small plant m aterials from Royal 
Oaks Nursery, purchased 32 trees 
from Green Acres for $4,800, con­ 
tracted for 1,650 yards of ballfield clay 
at

per 
yard 
from 
Danny 
Espinosa and bought a 12 passenger 
van for $7,592 from C arter Chevrolet. 
Procedures and policies for the new 
Municipal Tennis Center were also 
approved. The center will operate 
seven days a week except during 
inclement weather and three holidays 
(Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Y ear’s Day). 
Plano residents will be charged one 
dollar before 6 p.m. (under 17 will pay 
75 cents) and $1.25 after 6 p.m. and on 
holidays and weekends. Non-residents 
will be charged $2 at all times. 
Annual passes will also be available 
at the following rates: family, $75; 
adult, $50; and youth, 17 and under, 
$25. Provision has also been m ade for 
prorated passes.

Oil Should 
Meet Needs

HOUSTON (UPI) - Barring ex­ 
tremely severe weather, the nation 
should have sufficent supplies of fuel 
oil this winter, according to the 
outgoing chairman of the American 
Petroleum Institute. 
“ We are probably in as good a shape 
as we can be,” Maurice F. Granville, 
board chairm an of Texaco, Inc., said 
Monday. 
"The assessment is, unless we have 
a very severe winter, they don’t ex­ 
pect any difficulties of special 
m agnitude.” 
Granville and API President Frank 
N. Ikard appeared at a news con­ 
ference on the first day of the oil 
lobby’s annual meeting. 
They 
criticized the 
C arter 
ad­ 
m in istra tio n ’s 
proposed 
energy 
legislation. 
“We feel very strongly there is a 
critical need for recognition of some 
kind of incentives to g e t... the solution 
of this supply problem,” Ikard said 
“We’d be willing to try and consider 
anything.” 
Granville said the cost of energy in 
future years definitely would leave an 
impact on the country’s economy.

November 14-21 has been 
set aside as Deaf Focus 
Week. But Dallas Baptist 
College has been focusing in 
on the educational needs of 
the deaf all year-round for 
the past four years. 
Dallas Baptist College was 
one of three four-year in­ 
stitutions of higher learning 
integrating deaf students 
into the regular academic 
program when it first began 
recruiting the deaf four 
years ago. The other two 
were in Washington, D.C. 
and California. 
Since then, a number of 
colleges and universities 
have begun to open their 


doors to deaf students. 
Eleven deaf students are 
enrolled at DBC this fall. 
Nine need interpreters to 
“ sign” 
for 
them 
in 
classroom 
situations. 
The 
other two can speak clearly 
and read lips. 
“ Our largest problem is 
finding 
qualified 
in­ 
terpreters,” said Mrs. Jan 
Watson, on-campus coor­ 
dinator 
for 
the 
deaf 
program. 
Interpreters can seriously 
handicap a deaf student’s 
education if he isn’t properly 
skilled, she explained. 
Presently, she is using 
four 
students 
and 
one 
Theatre Center’s 
Involves Family 


woman from the community 
to interpret in classes. More 
will be hired from the area in 
the future because “ they 
tend to be more stable and 
are here longer than just 
four years.” 
To meet other needs of the 
deaf students outside the 
classroom, Dallas Baptist 
College has installed silent 
doorbuzzers in several dorm 
rooms that flash a lightbulb 
when someone rings. 
“ There are several types 
of alarm clocks available for 
the students’ use,” said Mrs. 
Watson. “ One is connected 
to some lights that flash 
when 
the 
alarm 
sounds. 


Another vibrates the bed 
when it’s time to get up.” 
“ Most of the deaf students 
are majoring in fields that 
will enable them to work 
with other deaf people when 
they graduate,” she said. 


These 
majors 
include 
education, sociology and 
media. One male student is 
majoring 
in 
physical 
education. 


“ One of the most rewar­ 
ding parts of my job is to see 
how the student body and 
faculty really take the time 
to 
care 
for 
our 
deaf 
students,” said Mrs. Watson. 
“ In the time that I ’ve 


worked with the deaf, I have 
never seen people more 
willing to open their minds 
and their hearts to these 
kids.” 
The deaf students par­ 
ticipate in regular campus 
activities. 
Last spring, 
a 
group of deaf students won a 
tug-of-war contest in a day of 
athletic competition and one 
deaf girl plays on the girls’ 
volleyball team. 
An interpreter is available 
to sign for campus assem­ 
blies and other special 
events. 
Faculty members, said 
Mrs. 
Watson, 
take extra 
time to go over assignments 
and tests with the deaf 
students and participate in 
‘Door Play’ 
Atmosphere

Smoke stains are a problem

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY - I recently purchased a lovely 
home but the flagstone fireplace is stained with 
smoke, some apparently spilled liquor and seems 
greasy where someone probably roasted franks in 
the fireplace. I hope you or some of the readers of 
your fine column will tell me how to remove these 
stains without damaging the flagstones. - Mr. G.G., 
Jr. 
DEAR MR. G.G., JR. - You really have problems. 
Some authorities suggest cleaning smoke stained 
stone fireplaces as follows. Add four ounces yellow 
laundry soap to enough hot water to make a quart of 
soft soap. Heat until soap dissolves, cool and then stir 
in one-half pound powdered pumice stone and one- 
half cup household ammonia. After mixing well use 
to scrub stones with a stiff brush. Use a clean brush 
to apply another coat and leave on about fiftBen 
minutes, scrub off with brush and clean warm water. 
Rinse with more clear warm water. Test first just to 
be sure of effects on your particular stone. Perhaps 
this will also remove those various other spots. - 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — N.M.B. wrote how she stores he 
embroidery floss in pill containers so I want to tell the 
other readers how I keep mine in a small manual type 
book, about five by seven and a half inches, that has about 
75 pages in it. Each color is kept on a separate page and 
different shades of that color on the adjoining pages. I 
store this book and its contents in a candy box in which I 
also put my embroidery needles with the needle most 
recently used stuck in the corner of the book. If the box is 
large enough embroidery hoops and scissors can also be 
stored in it so everything is quickly available when one 
wants to embroider. - HAZEL. 
DEAR POLLY-When running bath water for my small 
daughter I always make sure I turn off the hot water first 
and then let enough cool water run to cool off the faucet. 
This prevents the chance of an accident should the child 
grab the faucet when moving about out of curiosity. This is 
for those tubs with adjoining faucets and for those with 
separate faucets I suggest keeping a small plastic cup of 
cold water to pour over the hot faucet. Most families with 
children have such cups in the bathroom anyway. A child’s 
bath water should be cooler than that for an adult so that 
extra cup or so of cold water will not be really wasted as it 
goes into the bath water. - JEANETTA. 
DEAR POLLY - I open up empty waxed cardboard milk 
cartons, fill them not quite full of water and then freeze. I 
usually have several on hand and use them to line the 
bottom of our cooler when it is used for a picnic or on the 
boat. This keeps the food nice and cool and such a block of 
ice lasts much longer than small ice cubes. - NANCY.

What is 
fact at the present is that the 
St. Louis Cardinals are the 
hottest team in the NFC and 
it is also fact that the Dallas 
Cowboys 
are 
in 
their 
patented mid-season slump. 
St. Louis pulled off its 
biggest win of the season 
Monday night, coming from 
behind in the final quarter to 
whip the previously un­ 
beaten Cowboys, 24-17. 
Several small skirmishes 
broke out during the course 
of the evening and one major 
fight occurred late in the 
game that resulted in the 
ejection of Dallas’ Benny 
Barnes and St. Louis’ Lee 
Nelson. 
“ There was a lot of 
mouthing 
going on out 
th ere ,” 
said 
Cowboys’ 
defense end Harvey Martin 
in 
a 
bit 
of 
an 
un­ 
derstatement 
But 
through 
all 
the 


mouthing it was the Car­ 
dinals who got to talk most at 
the end, winning for the first 
time in Texas Stadium (it 
was opened in 1971), closing 
to within two games of 
Dallas in the NFC East and 
moving into good position for 
at least a Wild Card playoff 
spot. It was St. Louis’ fifth 
win in a row. 
“ I’ve never been happier 
about a win than I was 
tonight,” said St. Louis 
Coach Don Coryell. “Our 
players responded to what 
we asked of them You can’t 
ask for more than that.” 
And over on the losing 
side. D allas Coach Tom 
Landry allowed a little more 
acid slip into his voice than is 
normal. 
He was mad because his 
team had a chance to put the 
game away early in the third 
quarter and didn’t. 
“When you give a team 
breathing room in 
this 
league you are going to get 
burned,” said Landry. “We 
are going to have to get as 
hungry as the other teams if 
we are to lin the Super 
Bowl.” 
With Dallas leading, 14-3, 


the Cowboys’ Randy Hughes 
intercepted a Jim Hart pass 
early in the third quarter 
and rumbled back to the 
Cardinals’ 17. A touchdown 
there and it might have been 
all over. But two plays later 
Billy Joe DuPree fumbled, 
St. Louis recovered and the 
Cowboys were never the 
same. 
During the last quarter 
and a half St. Louis: 
—Marched 95 yards with 
the aid of a 43-yard pass 
interference 
penalty 
to 
produce a 
touchdown on 
Wayne Morris’ 1-yard run. 
—Tied the score on a 49- 
yard throw-it-as-far-as-you- 
can pass from Hart to Mel 
Gray, who has caught a 
touchdown pass in each of 
his last eight games against 
Dallas. 
—Went in front with 3: IO to 
play on a 3-yard pass from 
Hart to tight end Jackie 
Smith. 
During that stretch Dallas 
could manage only a 21-yard 
field 
goal 
from 
Efren 
Herrera, turned the ball over 
once and failed to make a 
serious threat in either of its 
two possessions following St. 


Louis’ go-ahead touchdown. 
Dallas, although it did not 
dominate the first half, still 
led after two quarters on a 1- 
yard touchdown run by Tony 
Dorsett, set up by a fumble 
recovery, and a 2-yard 
scoring pass from Roger 
Staubach to DuPree. Jim 
Bakken had given St. Louis 
an early lead with a field 


goal of 26 yards. 
“I think it is obvious we 
have turned our season 
around,” said Hart. “We had 
the best feeling we’ve ever 
had coming in here. The 
Cowboys were riding high 
and we had never won 
hereso 
we 
turned 
the 
negative points into positive 
points for us.”
